What's in a Length? 


Horseplayers have a rule of thumb that 
one length equals one-fifth second. Ray 
Taulbot, managing editor of the American 
Turf Monthly, writing in the December 
issue of his magazine, says that the ap- 
proximation is not even close: 

“Following is the example which was 
used in proving the length factor as it 
pertains to beaten lengths. Examine the 
Y following pace lines of quarter times: 


(A) :23 14625 1:1144 1:36 
(B) :23 :46 1:12 1:3615 


“Based on the theory that a fifth of a 
second equals one length, we assume that 
(B) was 2 lengths better at the half than 
(A). Then we assume that [in the next 
quarter] (A) was 3 lengths better than 
(B), and at the finish (A) was one 
length better than (B). 

“Now lets see if this beaten length 
theory will stand up. First, let’s reduce 
the respective final times to fifth-seconds. 
(A’s) time of 1:36 equals 480 fifth-seconds, 
while (B’s) final time of 1:3645 equals 
481 fifth-seconds. 

“Which horse averaged the most foot- 
age per fifth-second throughout the entire 
race? Well, there are 5,280 feet in a mile, 
so we will divide this footage by 480 and 
then by 481. The results are 11.000 and 
10.977, a difference of .023 of a foot. 

“It is now clear that the old beaten 
length theory is cockeyed. For all 
practical purposes these 2 horses are 
equal, just as their respective times for 
the last quarter indicates. 

“This is the manner in which the clue 
tc our problem came abort, and I im- 
mediately took it to a firm of time and 
motion engineers and asked them to figure 
out a solution, making their calculations 
on electrical calculating machines. 

“They have completed the figures for 
one mile, and I have checked several 
hundred one-mile events, which produced 
highly satisfactory results ... The time of 
a horse which is defeated should be figured 
on the following basis: 


1 to 1% lengths equals no fifths. 
1% to 2% lengths equals one-fifth. 
2% to 3% lengths equals two-fifths. 
3% to 4% lengths equals three-fifths. 
4% to 5% lengths equals four-fifths. 


“T am passing along the table figures 
for the mile. This table was made by 
simply dividing the footage in one mile 
(5,280 feet) by the number of fifth-seconds 
in each time, ranging from 1:34 to 1:41.

“The reader can make his pace tables 
for the other distances in exactly the 
sume manner, and when he has _ these 
tebles completed, he will have a method 
of figuring pace which is accurate and 
effective.” 

The “time and motion engineers” came 
pretty close, if we assume that the equation 
“1 to 114 lengths equals no fifths” means 
that a horse can travel as much as 114 
lengths before a stop-watch has ticked off 
a full fifth of a second. Actually, a fifth 
of a second appears to correspond almost 
exactly to 1144 lengths. But, assuming 


that the electric timer has just reached - 


:5915, a horse can travel another 114 
lengths and the timer will not yet have 
registered :5924, if it is calibrated only for 
fifths. At this point, however, the horse 
is only a nose ahead of the :5924. 

The procedure used by the time and 
motion engineers is not stated, and perhaps 
the results were misinterpreted. But 
elementary arithmetic shows that horse- 
players ought not to fool around with any 
equation which says that 114 lengths 
equals no fifths. 

A mile is 63,360 inches. A length is 
about 100 inches, possibly a little less, on 
the average. Thus there are 633.6 lengths 
ina mile. {f it takes 1:40 (100 seconds) 
to run a mile—at the finish of race it is 
a rarity for any horse to be exceeding this 
speed—the horses have run 633.6 lengths 
in 500 fifths, or 1.267 lengths per fifth. 
If a length is reduced to a minimum 
estimate of 90 inches, then a horse covers 
about 1.4 lengths per fifth; if raised to 
the maximum estimate of 100 inches, about 
1.15 lengths per fifth.

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THE WEEK’S RACING 


MARYLAND 


International Spectacle 


BattimorE. The Washington, D. C, 
International on Veteran’s Day may not 
lave been the most bitterly contested race 
of the year, but as an absorbing and color- 
ful spectacle it ranked with any. Laurel 
staged quite a show, but putting it on the 
road required uncommonly large amounts 
of hard work. dogged determination, cash 
—and luck. 

As a recruiting officer, Laurel president 
John D. Schapiro, head of the 3-man team 
which selects foreign candidates, could 
teach the armed forces a few tricks. His 
project probably requires more salesman- 
ship than any other race in the world. 
Schapiro personally scouted Europe for 
first-rank contestants, always shooting for 
the top but wisely taking notes on the 
second-stringers. 

Again this year a global championship 
was the goal; but the International track’s 
4]-year-old president isn’t one to lose sight 
of reality, although there were some who 
doubted this when the birth of the race 
was announced in 1952. The premium is 
on availability; never has there been a 
question of which horses should be invited 
to run. 

Indispositions of all kinds occasioned 
a disheartening number of thanks-but-nu 
responses, among them those for Ribot, 
Macip, Tatan., Swaps, Nashua, Bardstown, 
and Career Boy. There were so maiay 
acceptances and back-to-back cancellations 
that one newspaperman suggested the 
track name a vice president in charge of 
transient internationalists. 

Fingers were crossed when an interest- 
ing field of 10, representing 7 countries, 
finally was assembled. In most pre-race 
analyses the strength of the race was on 
America’s side and any of the 3 home-team 
members—Dedicate, Mister Gus, and 
Fisherman—was adjudged capable of 
victory. It would not be surprising, some 
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handicappers thought, if they should sweep 
the money positions. 


Prognostications 


The whistlers-in-the-dark could find 
“holes” in each of the invaders. The Irish 
Cambridgeshire winner *Vaquero II (own- 
ed by a Venezuelan Peace Prize candidate) 
was beyond his tether at a mile and a half; 
Australia’s *Prince Cortauld over- 
trained and past his peak; Sweden’s tiny 
*“Chanteclair, all 154 centimeters (15 
hands, 6/10 inch) of him, was a pony 
attempting a man’s work; England’s *By 
Thunder! II had a delicate indisposition 
and refused to train; Canada’s *Hindu 
Wand needed a race; and Sir Winston 
Churchill’s *Le Pretendant required firm 
going and a right-hand track. 

There was, however, unanimity among 
those who had observed the International 
Village boarders that *Master Boing, the 


flashy and fussy black Frenchman, was 


the classiest of the lot and that he would 
require some beating. A well conformed 
3-year-old, standing about 16:1, with a 
striking blaze, good barrel and bone, he 
looked the part of a crack. In stride he 
presented an even more pleasing appear- 
ance. 

For all his good looks, though, *Master 
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Boing was not favored in the betting, not 
even among the foreign horses. The latter 
honor went to *Prince Cortauld, whose 
young and untried Dutch trainer, Reinier 
Vandernat, had virtually all the back- 
stretch rooting for him. The New Zealand- 
bred 6-year-old, owned by Forest G. Smith 
Jr., was the first horse Vandernat official- 
ly had trained, although his qualifications 
included riding in steeplechases in Hol- 
land, France, Singapore, and the U. S. 

The 32-year-old Vandernat saddled his 
first starter 5 days before the International 
when Jimmy Jones, for whom he exercised 
Calumet horses 2 years ago, asked him to 
deputize with Scotsmans Bond. The person- 
al attachment Vandernat had for *Prince 
Cortauld (43 days shipboard while sailing 
a circuitous 16,000-mile voyage from 
Australia) is seldom witnessed among 
mature horsemen. 

While the horses were being saddled in 
Laurel’s old-fashioned rotunda paddock, 
a sudden doomsday darkness engulfed the 
track, unleashing a downpour that sent 
most of the record crowd of 33,615 scurry- 
ing for cover. The storm brought a look 
of dismay to the faces of those communing 
before the stalls of *Le Pretendant and 
Mister Gus. 

*Master Boing Will Be Back 


The driving rain, which did not abate 
until the horses returned to the unsaddling 
area, foreshortened the warm-ups, the field 
reporting to Eddie Blind promptly for 
the walk-up start. Guy Chancelier, on 
*Master Boing, tried to beat the flag, but 
Blind’s interpreter soon straightened him 
out and the field was away in good align- 
ment. 

*Le Pretendant rushed out boldly to 
take the lead on the hedge, while the others 
seemed more concerned with settling into 
stride before attempting to follow suit. * By 
Thunder! II, under Bill Hartack’s hustling, 
was first to take up the chase. He subdued 
the early pace-setter easily enough, but by 
this time *Vaquero II had overcome a 
sluggish beginning and was challenging. 

When they had passed the stands the 
first time the Union Jack had been dipped 
and *Le Pretendant’s retrogression im- 
periled those behind him. *By Thunder! 
I]. stiil prompted by *Vaquero II, was 
leading, but Mister Gus and Fisherman, 
running well within themselves, neared 
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positions from which they could take over 
at any opportune moment. *Chanteclair, 
*Master Boing, and Dedicate followed: in 
no particular hurry. *Prince Cortauld 
and *Hindu Wand brought up the rear. 

At the lower end of the backstretch 
Mister Gus, lying a close third, was given 
his head, and he bounded quickly to the 
front. Fisherman tried to move with him, 
but couldn’t. As if Mister Gus’s usurpa- 
tion were the cue, *Master Boing, merely 
cruising to this point, quickened his pace. 
The Frenchman’s mild spurt carried him to 
the leader on the final elbow. Meanwhile, 
*Prince Cortauld, forfeiting ground on 
the outside, was moving around horses 
from far back. 

Coming into the stretch Mister Gus, on 
the hedge, and *Master Boing were lapped, 
but once in the straightaway the French 
colt detached himself from the Llangollen 
horse. A furlong out *Master Boing was 
home free, his jockey already beginning 
to throttle him down. At this juncture 
not even Mister Gus’s claim to second 
money was disputed, for *Prince Cort- 
auld’s drive, which had carried him past 
all but the first 2, was sputtering in the 
rain. With the first 3 strung out for 15 
o1 more lengths the race resolved itself as 
one for fourth money between Fisherman 
and the favorite Dedicate. The former, 
only slightly less weary than his adversary, 
got the nod in the final stride. 

The hard shower of some 20 minutes 
thoroughly doused the already soft turf 
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course, and *Master Boing’s time of 2:39 
—which could have been bettered had 
there been a need—was next to Fisher- 
man’s 1953 clocking as the slowest. Only 
in the 1952 inaugural, won by England’s 
Wilwyn in 2:3044, had the going been 
firm. The 3-year-old winner carried 122 
pounds, scale for November at a mile and 
a_ half. 

Immediately after the race it was an- 
nounced by the Fasig-Tipton Company’s 
Humphrey S. Finney that *Master Boing 
had been purchased for “approximately 
$100.000” by N. B. Hunt, of Dallas. Texas. 
and Edward L. Stephenson. of Warrenton, 
Va., who race as Sand Hills Farm. It was 
agreed that the colt would be returned to 
France and later shipped to the United 
States to escape payment of a $6,000 
customs bond. *Master Boing is intended 
for the San Juan Capistrano Handicap at 
Santa Anita Park in March. 

Trainer Georges Pelat. who educates his 
charges by schooling them over jumps. 
may condition *Master Boing in California 
for his San Juan engagement. After that 
it is believed B. Frank Christmas, who 
trains the horse Up for Hunt, will assume 
conditioning duties. 


Recapitulations 


In response to interrogation in the win- 
ner’s circle, winning jockey Guy Chance- 
lier’s reaction was Vive! Vive! and kisses 
for all within arm’s reach. 

Johnny Longden, *Hindu Wand’s jockey,

was less exuberant: “He ran a real strong 
race until bothered on the first turn and 
again on the second turn. He wouldn’t try 
after that.” 

Of *By Thunder! II, which had arrived 
at Laurel only 72 hours earlier, Hartack 
said: “My horse ran like dynamite for a 
mile and an eighth.” 

Boland: “Dedicate broke well, but then 
tried to pull himself up and got very 
rank. . . . He’s more used to a gate.” 

Kurt Narr, 50-year-old rider of *Chante- 
clair: “We had a little trouble on the 
turns. He ran well on the straightaway.” 
(*Chanteclair was struck in the eye by a 
clod). 

Ismael Valenzuela (Mister Gus): “It 
was kinda slippery and he didn’t want to 
go on, so I had to get after him. He 
was bumped out on the sharp turn and 
was stopping a little at the end.” 

The most colorful comment was Harry 
Carr’s: “It was a bloody bog out there. 
My horse (*Le Pretendant) got lost in 
the grass after a half-mile.” 

Neville Sellwood, who had won 19 races 
abroad *Prince Cortauld in Australia, did- 
n’t think any other horse in the race could 
have undergone all that his mount had 
been through (43 oatless days on the boat 
ete.,) and still duplicated *Prince Cort: 
auld’s performance. “He made up his 
ground, but he tired under the conditions, 
Sellwood said. “He’s at his best at a mile 
and a quarter. He looks better now than 
yesterday and better then than when in 
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Australia. His trainer has done a great 
job with him.” 

Asked if *Prince Cortauld—whose Inter- 
national placing earned him a Pimlico 
Special invitation which had to be declined 
—might be past his peak, Sellwood said, 
“He was at his best 14 months ago. In 
the last 8 months his form has been 
deteriorating. He has been bothered by 
tendon trouble in his near front leg.” 

C. V. Whitney’s Fisherman, only Ameri- 
ean horse to win the International, was 
making his farewell appearance. Of his 
mount’s valedictory Arcaro said: “My 
horse ran a good race, but he got a little 
tired. I sure wish I had Career Boy here . 
_, but it shows what kind of a horse 
Ribot is.” 

Sylvester Veitch, Fisherman’s trainer, 
said: “Fisherman had a little bad luck 
leaving the half-mile pole when horses 
were hanging in front of him. ... The 
rain didn’t make any difference; more 
would have helped.” 

The Whitney trainer had had his second 
look at *Master Boing. On October 7 he 
saddled Career Boy to beat the Internation- 
al winner a head for fourth in the Prix de 
l'Are de Triomphe at Longchamp. What 
did he think of *Master Boing now? 

“He ran a very, very good race. He’s a 
pretty good 3-year-old, but his race in the 
Are de Triomphe was not near as good as 
our colt’s. Career Boy was 10 lengths off 
him at the quarter-pole and caught him. 

“Career Boy won’t run any more this 
year. His left front leg filled after a 
workout in New York. That’s what kept 
him out of this race. We could have 
used him today.”

MICHIGAN 


Divergent Viewpoints 


Detroit Race Course and Hazel Park, 
Michigan’s 2 Thoroughbred tracks, last 
week each submitted a request for a 63- 
day spring meeting in 1957. The requests 
were filed at a special hearing conducted 
by Michigan racing commissioner James 
Inglis, who said he hoped to have the 1957 
schedule drawn up by December 15. 

The 2 Detroit tracks this year operated 
for 118 days, 8 less than the total requested 
for 1957. Only once before, in 1949 when 
the old Detroit Fair Grounds and Hazel 
Park operated for a total of 131 days, has 
the Michigan season exceeded 126 days. 
Since Inglis has been commissioner, the 
season never has been longer than 118 
days, 

John R. Monaghan, Hazel Park secre- 
tery, said, “In our opinion the flat-racing 
season should be equally divided between 
the 2 tracks. We feel that a flat-racing 
season of 120 to 126 days is not excessive.”

application. First choice was to open 
May 20 and close July 31, and second 
choice was to open May 23 and close 
August 3. 


Detroit Race Course also requested the 
May 20-July 31 dates, but, anticipating 
possible rejection, selected August 1- 
October 12 as an alternate. 


Each track offered arguments as to why 
it should be favored with the spring 
dates. Waldo Andrews, Hazel Park vice 
president, said, “We prefer the early 
dates now because, until this season, we 
had closed the racing season for 7 years. 
We thought it was time for a change.” 

E. E. Dale Shaffer, president of the 
Michigan Racing Association, which oper- 
ates Detroit Race Course, replied: 

“We don’t want to fight with any- 
body. We applied for the spring meeting 
in the belief that it is better for the 
State of Michigan, the association, and 
the racing fans if we start in late May. 

“Judging by the records for the years 
1951-1955, on the basis of equal dates, the 
difference between the total mutuel handle 
ot Hazel Park and the MRA was only 
.86 of one per cent, wheras in 1956 the 
difference was over 4 times as great as the 
previous 5-year record. 


“On the basis of these figures it would 
be fair to conclude that if the MRA had 
had the spring dates in 1956, we would 


.have had a daily average mutuel handle 


of $760,000 or more, whereas Hazel Park, 
had they run in the fall, would have also 
averaged $760,000 or more.” 

Detroit Race Course this year averaged 
$706,732; Hazel Park averaged $761,298. 

The odds seem to favor Hazel Park. 
Inglis said, “I like the closing meet at 
Detroit Race Course because the MRA’s 
big stakes, coming toward the end, help 
sustain interest of the fans in racing. As 
I see it, the opening dates have a terrific 
disadvantage in that people don’t bet as 
much until the horses have been running 
for a few weeks.” 


WEST VIRGINIA 
Dutch 


The West Virginia Racing Commission 
last week said no soap to Gov. William 
Marland’s request that it allow Charles 
Town a 22-day meeting next month. 

When the Charles Town Jockey Club 
agrees to abide by a state law providing 
that race tracks pay in purses 4 per cent 
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of the pari-mutuel handle the commission- 
ers then will consider racing dates, they 
said. 


There also is the matter of a $250-a-day 
fine for the track’s failure te pay the 
minimum, but commissioners did not say 
whether the license would be held up 
until this matter is taken care of. 


Charles Town and its sister track, Water- 
ford Park, got in Dutch with authorities in 
August, when representatives of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion complained to Governor Marland that 
the 2 West Virginia tracks were in viola- 
tion of the state statute regulating distribu- 
tion. The governor deferred to the racing 
commission, which then asked Atty. Gen. 
John J. Fox to decide whether the statute 
could be made to stick. Fox thought it 
could, and in late October the commission, 
refusing to consider a license for Charles 
Town, fined both Charles Town and Water- 
ford $250 a day each for failing to meet 
the minimum payments. It also fined them 
$250-a-day each for failing to provide a 
film patrol, another requirement of the 
horse-racing law, but last week it agreed 
tc suspend this demand. 


On Nevember 15 3 horsemen sued 
Charles Town and Waterford for a total 
of $166,836, to be distributed among them- 
selves and other horsemen who had won 
purse money at the 2 tracks last summer. 

Listed as plaintiffs were John T. Gibson, 
of Washingon, D. C., and Goree G. 
Waugh Jr. and James P. Carpenter, of 
Culpeper and Madison, Va. Gibson asked 
$109,493 for himself and other owners 
who had won parts of purses at Charles 
Town from June 30 through August 7. 
Carpenter asked for $33,493 for horsemen 
who shared purses at Charles Town from 
June 21 through July 12, and Waugh ask- 
ed for $23,453 for horsemen who had earn- 
ed money at Waterford from August 8 to 
August 14. 

The complaint, filed in the U. S. District 
Court at Fairmont, asked the court to 
appoint a receiver to collect and distribute 
the money. 


NEW YORK 
GNYA to Seek Aid 


New York Thoroughbred tracks con- 
cluded their most successful season since 
1952 last week, but B. A. Tompkins, presi- 
dent of the administrative division of the 
Greater New York Association, which oper- 
ates all running tracks in the state, said 
the results were not good enough to assure 
the reconstruction of Aqueduct. 

In 196 days this year the 3 tracks— 
Belmont Park, Jamaica, and Saratoga— 
drew 4,380,350 persons who bet $381,627,- 
664. Last year the figures were 4,289,641 
and $355,649,464. It was the first time 
since 1952, when slightly more than $382 
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B. A. TompxKINs 


million was bet, that the state’s pari-mutuel 
figures had topped $375 million. 

Tompkins told the Daily Racing Form: 

“We had originally planned to borrow 
$50,000,000 for our rebuilding program 
on a long-term basis. However, for one 
reason or another, we were only able 
to borrow $47,000,000, and it was on a 
short-term basis, with a resulting heavy 
annual amortization. We spent $24,500.- 
000 to acquire the 4 race tracks in the 
state, leaving us with $22,500,000 to com- 
plete our construction. 

“Unfortunately, a substantial rise in 
building costs sent our project price to 
$30,000,000, which means that we were 
$7,500,000 short. So we have had to go 
back to the banks, and have negotiated 
for another short-term loan of $8,000,000, 
a loan, however, which is conditioned— 
at the insistence of the banks—on relief 
from Albany. 

“What we are interested in, and what 
is essential to the success of our project, 
is the results which would be obtained 
from another one per cent of the mutuel 
liandle. (At present, the New York take- 
cut is 15 per cent, with 11 per cent going 
to the state, 4 per cent to the track.) 
Whether we get it as a straight one per 
cent, or a combination of percentage and 
extra days, or some other plan, is not 
important. As a matter of fact, we plan 
to lay several programs before the legis- 
lature for their consideration. 

“As for the extra days, I feel there is 
no reason why New York could not run a 
bit later when it’s being done successfully 
in Rhode Island and Maryland. They'll 
be operating another couple of weeks at 
Narragansett, and our climate is certainly 
a bit warmer than New England’s at this 


time of the year. However, even if yw 
did get extra days, the revenue produced 
would not be sufficient for our require. 
nents.” 

The difficulty of proceeding with Aque. 
duct unless the legislature lends a help. 
ing hand does not mean the GNYA pr. 
grams for Belmont Park and Aqueduc 
will be abandoned, Tompkins said. The 
traffic-improvement plan at Belmont yilj 
be continued, and the GNYA will push jts 
request for permission to demolish the old 
Aqueduct plan and begin construction op 
the new track. 


NEW JERSEY 
Mending 


Veterinarians at Garden State Park this 
week reported that Swaps’ broken leg was 
mending satisfactorily. 

According to a United Press report, 
“The vets said X-ray examinations reveal. 
ed that most of the break had healed 
completely except for the lower section of 
the cannon bone, which has not shown the 
same progress as the upper section.” 

The UP said that the veterinarians had 
removed fetlock-to-hock cast and 
replaced it with “a shorter one which pro- 
tects only the lower section of the cannon 
bone.” 

The Daily Racing Form last week had 
reported from California that Rex Ells. 
worth, too, was pleased with Swaps’ pro- 
cress. He said he was getting daily reports 
from his brother Reed Ellsworth, who has 
been watching Swaps since the stable 
pulled out for California. 

Said Ellsworth: “Swaps is doing well. 
Reed says the swelling has gone out of his 
good hind leg, the one he keeps all his 
weight on. It had us worried for a while, 
because he got so tired. Actually, we got 
the first good report on Swaps a week ago 
Tuesday (November 6); before that I'm 
afraid they were on the bad side. 

“As for his broken leg, that is healing 
very fast. Four days ago he broke his leg 
cast at the ankle, but I don’t think this will 
bother him any. They filled the crack 
with new plaster to stiffen it up. There’s 
a possibility, though, that he could develop 
a sore under it. 

“Why, he ’s been acting like he wanted 
to play, and his eyes are much brighter. 
They’ve been using an electrical device on 
his good leg to help his circulation, and 
this seems to have been a good thing.” 

Swaps developed 2 small fractures of 
the cannon bone during a workout on 
October 9 at Garden State, and on October 
14, while struggling to get up from the 
fioor of his stall, he broke the cast and 
extended the breaks from the middle of 
the bone, the first points of fracture; to 
the fetlock joint.

Racing secretary Alan Levin assigned the 3-year- 
old Swoon’s Son from 8 to 19 pounds more than 
any of the other 7 starters. The bettors plunged, 
making E. Gay Drake’s colt a 3-5 favorite. 

Sea O Erin took the lead at the start, and Swoon’s 
Son went with him. Entering the backstretch 
Swoon’s Son took over, opening a 2-length margin 
before reaching the far turn. Bernburgoo closed 
steadily, but after getting within 1% lengths of 
the leader with 1% furlongs to go he was unable 
to improve his position. The winner ran the 1% 
miles in 1:50%5, only four-fifths of a second 
slower than the track record set by Dr. Clark in 
1921. 

It was the sixth stakes win this season for 
Swoon’s Son, which has been beaten only twice 
in 12 starts. Before the Clark he had won the 
Domino, Chicagoan, and Warren Wright Memorial 
Stakes, the Arlington Classic, and the American 
Derby and finished second in the Sheridan and 
Charles W. Bidwill Memorial Handicaps. Pedigree 
and family particulars were in The Blood-Horse of 
Jvne 2, page 1210. 
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Going Home 


Max Gluck’s Prince John, cne of the 
leading 2-year-olds of 1955, has been 
taken out of training and will enter the 
stud next year at Gluck’s Elmendorf Farm, 
Lexington. 

By *Princequillo—Not Afraid, by Count 
Fleet, Prince John was bred by Mrs. John 
D. Hertz at her Stoner Creek Stud, Paris, 
Ky., and was sold to Gluck for $14,300 
at the 1954 Keeneland summer sales. 

Unraced until July, 1955, Prince John 
was a major factor in 2-year-old stakes 
during the last half of the year. In 
August he was second to Head Man in the 
Sanford Stakes, and in September he was 
second to Swoon’s Son in the Washington 
Park Futurity. In October he won the 
rich Garden State Stakes by a nose from 
Career Boy, with Needles third. He closed 
his campaign in November with a second 
to Nail in the Remsen Stakes. In 9 starts 
he won 3 races, was second 3 times, and 
earned $212,818. In the Experimental 
Handicap Prince John received 124 
pounds, 2 below Career Boy and one below 
Nail and Needles. 

On December 7, 1955, Prince John broke 
away from his handlers in the Hialeah 
Park stable area, and before he could be 
captured he had broken a pedal bone. He 
remained with the Elmendorf stable this 
year, but was not able to race. 

Prince John is the first foal of Not 
Afraid, which is out of the good race 
mare Banish Fear, whose other foals in- 
clude the stakes winners Cosmic Bomb 
and Fleet Rings, the stakes producer 
Banish, and the stakes-placed Cavalry 
Charge. 


Miz Clementine Retired 


Calumet Farm’s Miz Clementine, one 
of the country’s leading race mares for 
each of the last 4 years, has been retired. 
Calumet manager Paul Ebelhardt said she 
probably would be bred to *Tulyar in 
1957. 

By Bull Lea out of Two Bob, dam of 
Two Lea and Twosy, Miz Clementine 
raced only 3 times at 2, winning a maid- 
en race and the Pollyanna Stakes and 
losing by a nose to Queen Hopeful in the 
Arlington Lassie Stakes. She was given 
115 pounds, 3 below Evening Out and 2 
above Queen Hopeful, in the Experimental 
Handicap. 

As a 3-year-old Miz Clementine did all 
of her racing in California, where she 
won 9 of 13 starts, including the Goose 
Girl and Sea Breeze Stakes. Cinema and 
Yerba Buena Handicaps, Hollywood and 
California Oaks, and the California 
Derby. She received 117 pounds, 2 below 
Parlo, in the Blood-Horse Handicap.

Miz Clementine won only one race, the 
Las Flores Handicap, in 7 starts at 4, but 
she finished second in 5 others, including 
the Santa Anita Maturity, San Fernando 
Stakes, and the Santa Margarita and 
Clang Handicaps. She had finished first 
in the Maturity, but was placed second 
for fouling Determine in the stretch. At 
year’s end she was assigned 116 pounds, 
top weight for an older filly or mare, 
in the Blood-Horse Handicap. 


This year has been Miz Clementine’s 
worst. She showed flashes of her former 
form, winning the New Castle Stakes and 
the Vagrancy Handicap, but in her last 4 
starts she never was closer than eighth. 

In 4 seasons, Miz Clementine won 16 
of 36 starts, earned $267,100. 


Guard Rail Retired 


Trainer Dick Townrow announced last 
week that Joe Tomlinson has retired his 
3-year-old filly Guard Rail. She will be 
shipped to Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., 
where she will be bred to *Tulyar next 
year.

In 2 seasons of campaigning Guard Rail 
won 6 races and $85,995. At 2 she won 
the Mademoiselle Stakes and was second 
in the Princess Pat, Pollyanna, and Ar- 
lington Lassie Stakes and third in the 
Gulfstream Park Dinner Stakes and the 
Debutante Stakes at Churchill Downs. 
This year she won 4 races and was second 
in the Seaway Handicap and Ashland and 
Sandown Stakes. Tomlinson also owns 
Hand Rail, a 2-year-old brother to Guard 
Rail.

John W. Galbreath’s Clear Dawn, winner 
of $193,600 in 4 seasons of racing, has 
been sent to Galbreath’s Darby Dan Farm, 
Lexington, where she will be bred next 
year.

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MEASUREMENT OF HORSES 


Nashua and Some Others 


On the day Nashua made his farewell 
appearance at Keeneland it was suggested 
te Leslie Combs II that the measure- 
ments of Nashua should be made a matter 
of record for readers of The Blood-Horse. 
The following week Dr. William R. McGee 
and an assistant found the horse’: weight 
to be 1.090 pcunds and provided the follow- 


ing set of measurements, all given in 

inches:

Measurement of living horses is a rather 
inexact procedure. There are no fixed 
standards, excepting height at the withers 
ard girth, and even these may come out 
differently with different persons doing 
the measuring. Dr. McGee measured 
Nashua’s height at the coupling, rather 
than at the crest of the ilium, or highest 
point of the hipbone. 

S. Harmsted Chubb. associate c:rator of 
comparative anatomy for the American 
Museum. gave his measurements of Man 
o War and Gallant Fox as 3-year-olds 
in the Journal of the American Museum of 
Natural History of May-June, i931. Man 
o’ War was measured and weighed Decem- 
ber 12. 1920: Gallant Fox was measured 
October 11. 1930. and weighed November 
23. 1930. The pattern, quite different from 
that used by Dr. McGee. was designed with 
scientific carefulness. but even some of 
Chubb’s measurements may be considered 
suspect. It is difficult to believe, for 
instance, that Man o’ War’s humerus- 


plus-elbow was 17 inches long, or 31% 
‘inches longer than Gallant Fox’s. 
Because of the different points of 


measurement, not many comparisons be- 
tween Nashua and the 2 earlier champions 
are possible. It may—or may not—be 
surprising that Nashau was taller, heavier, 
and longer-bedied than either Man 0’ War 
or Gallant Fox. But there is no means 
of knowing how much difference was 
owing to the fact that Nashua was a year 
colder. 

A standard procedure in measuring 
horses—it might be worked out by a 
group of veterinarians and comparative 
anatomy specialists—would be useful in 
determining the relative importance of 


various mechanical features of equine 


anatomy. Measures which appear to be 
important include relationship of girth to 
height, the angle between the shoulder 
blade and the humerus, and relationshiy 
of height to body length. Except for 
girth and height, which are rather wel] 
standardized, it is difficult to establish 
such relationships, because in each case 
there are 2 chances for error or for differ. 
ences in procedure. (Body length prob. 
ably would be more intelligible if always 
measured horizontally from the point of 
the shoulder to a perpendicular dropped 
from the point of the buttock. Dropping 
2 plumb line from a live buttock. however, 
sometimes might entail difficulties the 
measurers would prefer not to risk.) 

In the American Turf Register for 
November, 1829 was a “comparative view 
of the admeasurements of Sir Solomon and 
Eclipse.” This was American Eclipse, 
of course, and measurements were “taken 
by an admirer and connoisseur of this 
noble animal, viz. by Charles Henry Hall, 
of New York. on the 15th of September, 
1823.” The horse was 9 years old then, 
but it was in May of that year he had run 
his most famous race, defeating Henry in 
a North-South match. and he had “arrived 
to the full perfection of his form.” 

In an accompanying tabulation the 
measurements of American Eclipse and 
Nashua are given wherever they appear 
to have been made from the same points. 
The phraseology of the Turf Register is 
repeated. The “elbow to lower point of 
the shoulder” measurement for Eclipse 
appears to correspond to Chubb’s proximal 
end of the humerus to elbow. The neck 
length for Eclipse obviously is measured 
from the dip in front of the withers, where- 
as in Nashua’s case the tape was extended 
to the point of the withers. Irreconcilable

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differences appear in the elbow-to-ground 
and hip-width measurements. 

Measures between 2 points separated by 
an angled joint, such as hip to hock, must 
vary with position, though they frequently 
are given as exact to the half-inch. The 
following comparison includes a few well 
known horses:

These reported measurements suggest 
differences in procedure; Nashua, for 
instance, is 3 inches taller than *Tulyar 
and 2% inches shorter in the hip-to-hock 
measurement. In the case of Equipoise 
they suggest that an elastic tape was used. 

Probably the biggest top-class horse of 
the century was *Phar Lap. His height 
was given as 17:1, or 69 inches, and his 
girth as 79 inches. Ribot is reported to 
stand 1.63 meters, or 64 inches, but his 
girth is given only as “enormous.”

Vaccination Sought 


Vaccination against equine encephalo. 
myelitis (sleeping sickness) of all horses 
which will race in the East next year has 
been suggested by Marshall Cassidy. 
executive secretary of The Jockey Club, 
Authority for the recommendation was q 
report compiled by Dr. M. A. Gilman, one 
of The Jockey Club’s veterinarians, and 
distributed by Cassidy to “chief veter. 
inarians of all the states in the eastem 
area. 


In a preface to his message to breeders 
and stable owners Cassidy discussed brief. 
ly the “mild epidemic” which struck the 
East this year and outlined the disease’s 
behavior. Said Cassidy: 


“This summer we had a mild epidemic 
of sleeping sickness (equine encephalo- 
myelitis) in the East. It was officially 
called a mild epidemic and yet hundreds 
of horses died, thousands of birds died, 
and even some humans died of the disease. 

“When we first learned of its existence, 
we immediately phoned the proper state 
officials and from them learned that horses 
were dying from this disease no more than 
10 miles from Rockingham Park and no 
more than 20 miles from Suffolk Downs 
and Narragansett Park. Upon receiving 
this information we immediately establish- 
ed an embargo on the shipment of horses 
from those areas to the New York tracks. 
The object of this embargo was to protect 
New York horses and to prevent the disease 
from spreading to the New York tracks. 


“Sleeping sickness is perhaps one of 
the most dreaded diseases that could in- 
vade any race track. With the eastern 
strain of the virus, the strain found in 
New England, 90 to 100 per cent of the 
horses affected with the disease died. In 
addition, the danger becomes even greater, 
as humans can contract the disease, and 
it is also fatal to them. Birds also can be 
infected, and they may migrate great 
distances carrying the virus with them, 
actually from county to county and from 
state to state. 


“We contacted the various state veter- 
inarians in the East and from their reports 
found that most of the eastern states were 
troubled with sleeping sickness this year. 
The next step was to get the latest informa 
tion on this disease with a view toward 
eliminating the possibility of its occurrence 
at the New York race tracks in future 
years. We sent out questionnaires con- 
cerning the disease in race horses and at 
race tracks to Dr. W. A. Hagan, dean of 
the Veterinary College at Cornell Univer 
sity; Dr. M. W. Allam, dean of the 
Veterinary College at the University of 
Pennsylvania; and Dr. A. L. Bortree, head 
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New Jersey's only classic-winning sire

The Symptoms 


Reviewing the survey of the 3 veterinary 
scientists, Cassidy said that sleeping sick. 
ness is caused by a virus transmitted to 
man and other animals by blood-sucking 
insects, especially mosquitoes. He said 
that the disease is most active in the Eas 
during the summer and early fall, but that 
the virus remains alive through the winter 
months in carrier animals, usually birds, 

Symptoms of the disease begin to appear 
within 3 weeks after an animal has been 
bitten by an infected mosquito. The first 
symptom is a high fever, frequently 107 
degrees, after which brain damage begins 
to be apparent. As the disease progresses, 
the infected animal shows impaired vision, 
bad co-ordination, drowsiness, inability to 
stand, then paralysis and death. 

Cassidy said that horses on_ pasture 
“are more apt to contract the disease than 
are the horses stabled in barns, because 
there are more mosquitoes and insects on 
pasture lands.” 


The Prevention 


Two steps should be taken to prevent 
the spread of the disease, Cassidy said: 
vaccination of all horses and daily fogging 
of the track stable area. 


Said Cassidy: 


“The stable area should be fogged daily 
in an effort to keep down the _ insect 
population. This is being done—has been 
done for years—but we cannot claim to 
kill all the flies and mosquitoes, no matter 
how often we fog. It is an impossible 
task. All we can hope for is to keep the 
insect population to a minimum. This 
minimum that we have around us all 
summer can transmit the disease very 
readily. 

“There is a vaccine available that will 
immunize your horses to this disease. 
There are several types of vaccine avail- 
able, but the one strongly recommended 
is the bivalent strain. The proper time to 
vaccinate is the early spring. If done at 
this time, your horses will be immunized 
to sleeping sickness for the remainder of 
that year. The following spring they 
should once again be vaccinated. There 
have been thousands of horses vaccinated 
in the past few years with no ill effects. 
The proper method of vaccination requires 
that the horse get 2 doses 7-10 days apart. 

“After much investigation and considera- 
tion of sleeping sickness we would like to 
propose that all horses that race at any of 
the eastern race tracks be vaccinated dur 
ing the spring of 1957. In this manner 
we will prevent the disease from appearing 
at any track in the East, and if the disease 
does break out near one of the tracks we 
will be able to continue the uninterrupted

Antiparasitic Antibiotic 


Eli Lilly and Company last month made 
news with a new product, hygromycin, 
described as “the first antibiotic known to 
have a broad spectrum effect against 
internal parasites of animals.” 

Hygromycin’s vermicidal properties in 
swine were first reported by Dr. A. C. 
Todd, formerly of the University of Ken- 
tucky, now a professor of veterinary 
science at the University of Wisconsin, in 
an address before the Agricultural Re- 
search Institute in Washington, D. C. Todd 
said that the antibiotic destroyed ascarids, 
strongyles, whip worms, “and_ possibly 
others.” 

A few days later, on October 19, Max 
C. McCowen, head of parasitology research 
for Eli Lilly and Company, addressing 
the fourth annual Antibiotics Symposium 
in Washington, reported on the earlier 
laboratory tests which had given the first 


indication of hygromycin’s anthelmintic, 


properties. He said that it controlled 
Endamoeba histolytica, which causes amoe- 
bic dysentery, and Leptospira pomona, 
which causes leptospirosis; that it destroy- 
ed the spirochete Borrelia novyi and round 
worms in mice, whether included in the 
diet or injected; and that oral administra- 


tion resulted in the destruction of the 
organism causing amoebic dysentery in 
rats. 

Research workers in the agricultural 
products division of Eli Lilly had tested 
hygromycin on “a great many hogs,” Mc- 
Cowen said, and their findings were in 
agreement with those of Alice Goldsby at 
the University of Wisconsin. Experiments 
are being continued “to develop fully a 
new concept—that of controlling internal 
parasites of swine by feeding low levels 
of a worm-killing antibiotic.” 

Since anthelmintics usually behave about 
the same way in one species as in another, 
and since this one appears to be effective 
against an unusually broad range of worms 
and bacteria, its development will be 
watched by horsemen and _ veterinarians 
with more than ordinary interest. 

Hygromycin was developed by Dr. R. L. 
Mann and Dr. J. M. McGuire and as- 
sociates in the Lilly laboratories, and was 
first reported at the 1954-55 Antibiotics 
Symposium in Washington, but no place 
for it was found in human medicine. 
Within the last year the company has 
turned its attention to veterinary products, 
having purchased the Corn States Labora- 
tory in Iowa. The vermicidal effects first 
noted in work with small laboratory 
animals led to the current research with 
swine. No research with horses has been 
undertaken as yet. 

When further work has defined its major 


fields of usefulness, hygromycin probably 
will be put on the market and distributed 
through Lilly’s new subsidiary, the Corp 
States Laboratory.

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The Wright Way 


America’s leading trainer of 1956 prob- 
ably will be Vestor R. (Tennessee) 
Wright, a fast-talking, hard-working, 34- 
year-old ex-plumber. Through November 
17, Wright had saddled 159 winners, which 
gave him a lead of more than 25 over 
Willie Molter, his nearest competitor. it 
he is able to maintain his present pace, 
Wright will become the third American 
trainer to saddle more than 175 winners 
in a year. (The first 2 to pass 175 were 
Molter and the late R. H. McDaniel). 

Wright has come up fast in the Thor- 
ocughbred sport. He became a trainer in 
1948, was among the top 10 in 1951. His 
success has meant long hours of hard 
work, for which he has fewer assistants 
than many trainers with half as many 
horses. There is little likelihood that he 
will slacken his pace any time soon: “I 
don’t mind the work. I remember what 
it’s like to be poor.” 

Vester Richard (named for the family 
preacher) Wright was born at Mrs. Join 
M. Branham’s Foxland Hall Farm, Gal- 
letin, Tenn., where his father was a fore- 
man. “I had quite a bit of experience 
with livestock when I was a kid,” he said, 
“but most of it was milking cows.” 

At the age of 11 Wright quit school 
and went to work for Rogers Caldwell, 
Tennessee horseman who had Thorough- 
breds, jumpers, and show horses. He 
worked for 2 years as a groom, then re- 
turned to school; but the depression was 
on, so a couple of years later he returned 
to work as an exercise boy, breaking 
yearlings for Charlie Compton. 

When he was 20, in 1942, he entered 
the Air Force, and before he was dis- 
charged in 1946 he had seen service in

North Africa and Pacific theaters with 
the 15th Air Force. 

“When I got out of the service, I didn’t 
know what I wanted to do,” Wright said. 
“T went to work as a plumber, but it 
didn’t stick. I quit after 4 or 5 months 
and went back to horses.” 

Going back to horses meant being a 
groom with the stable of Perne L. Gris- 
sem, Detroit automobile dealer and 
owner of Duntreath Farm, Lexington. 
Wright’s willingness to work impressed 
Grissom, and he was made stable fore- 
man in less than a year. 

Wright’s big break came in 1948, wher 
Perne’s brother. T. A. Grissom, also a 
Detroit automobile dealer, decided to en- 
large his small stable. Edward Grosfield. 
of Detroit. joined Grissom in his venture, 
and they formed the G & G Stable. 
Wright got the job as trainer. The same 
year James Paddock. Louisville autome- 
bile dealer, turned his horses over to 
Wright. 

In 8 years Wright never has had to 
shop for clients. When Grosfield decided 
to sell his interest in the G & G Stable 2 
years ago, Wright and T. A. Grissom’s 
son Jim (another automobile man), each 
purchased one-half of the Grosfield ia- 
terest. All of the Grissom-Wright-Gris- 
som horses now race under the name vf 
T. A. Grissom. 

The number of winners any trainer is 
able to saddle is controlled, of course, by 
the number of horses in his stable. and 
each year Wright has increased the num- 
ber of horses in his care, until this sum- 
mer he had between 70 and 80. The 
Grissoms and Paddock apparently like 
the arrangement. “Tennessee won’t keep 
a horse in the stable unless he thinks he 
can make money with him,” the senior 
Grissom said. Paddock added, “I’ve neve:

had a losing year, and I give Tennessee 
the credit.” 


The Wright System 


Wright’s formula for getting a large 
number of winners year after year: “Don’t 
over-rate your horses. and don’t be afraid 
to run them once they are ready to run.” 

Wright likes to talk about horses, and 
this day, relaxing in his trailer which he, 
his wife, and their 3 children call home, 
he held forth on the Wright System. 

“You've got to take time to get any 
race horse in condition to race, but once 
he’s there you’ve got to handle him ae 
cording to his class. With stakes horses, 
like Nonnie Jo and Reaping Right, you've 
got to look ahead. They have to be ready 
for a race on a particular day. If you 
can’t get a prep race when you want it, 
you have to work them. 

“But there’s no point in looking far 
ahead with most horses. Most horses are 
worked too much. They don’t have much 
to give, and if they give it in the morning, 
they don’t have it to give in the afternoon. 
With a claiming horse, I like to follow this 
schedule: 

Ist day—race. 

2nd and 3rd days — walk. 

4th day—pony. 

5th day—blow out, slow. (“I try never 
to work a cheap horse fast.”’) 

6th day — race. 

“Of course, you can’t always do it like 
that, but I’m watching the condition book 
4 or 5 days after a horse runs. 

“With a claiming horse, you aren't 
doing any good unless he’s winning oF 
coming close. Ninety per cent of it is 
placing them right. Drop a horse dowa 
until he can get part of the purse; if he 
can’t get part of the purse destroy him ct 
give him away. Most owners get too sei 
timental. A horse wins one, then loses 
20, and they still hang on. That’s all rigat 
if you want to spend money.” 


Fat Ones Run Best

“I don’t have a work sheet,” he said. 
“Like I said, workouts are important only

Feeding? 

“Feed is important? I feed my horses 
all they'll eat. most of them. Sometimes 
you get one that’s too greedy for his own 
good. I like horses with plenty of flesh. 


They run good. Some trainers will tell 
you a lean horse is in good shape. Look 
at the last horses by the finish. That’s 
where the lean ones are. 

“Would I keep a_ bad-legged horse? 
Not unless he was a real good horse. Most 
of the cheap bad-legged horses will cost 
you $2 for every $1 you get back. 

“On legs, I haven’t had any trouble

with bucked shins in my 2-year-olds fo 
the last couple of years. When I started 
tc train I used to try to buck the shins 
of every 2-year-old I had. It was a hell 
of a lot of trouble, and I didn’t win many 
2-year-old races. When they buck it usual. 
ly takes longer than you expect to ge 
*em back. 

“Couple of years ago. Red Womeldorff. 
he’s a trainer, told me, ‘Never buck 3 
2-year-old’s shins, son. Just paint ‘em 
when you start asking ‘em for speed, and 
they won’t buck.’ A lot of guys tell me 
I'm crazy, but I’ve never had any trouble 
with bucked shins since I started doing it.” 


Go Slow at 2 


> The Wright System for 2-year-olds? 

“Going slow is the most important thing 
with 2-year-olds. Every fall Mr. Grissom 
comes down to Lexington, and we buy 
part of Duntreath’s yearling crop. | 
usually take ’em all to New Orleans, ai. 
though sometimes I'll leave a horse at the 
farm if he’s big. Reaping Right was one 
of those that we left here to grow during 
the winter. 

“T don’t race hardly any of the 2-year. 
olds in the winter, but I like to have them 
at the track. You can begin to see which 
ones you want to get ready early and 
which ones you have to wait with. But if 
you’ve got a 2-year-old that has early 
speed, and he’s built like a sprinter, you 
better race him early if you want to win 
any money with him. A lot of people 
seem to think that any horse is going to 
be better if you don’t start racing him 
until the end of the summer. Most of 
those horses that quit at 4 furlongs aren't 
going to be any better in 6 months.” 

Wright doesn’t have any particular 
feeling about sprint or distance horses— 
except in the case of allowance horses. 
“For claimers and stakes horses there are 
plenty of short races and longer races, 
but if you’ve got an allowance horse that 
likes to run more than one mile you are 
in trouble.” 

Last year Wright acquired the contract 
of Larry Gilligan, and during the time 
Gilligan rode for Wright he developed 
into a promising jockey. Gilligan now is 
free-lancing, and Wright’s riding is done 
mostly by Robert L. Baird, who handled 
many of the Wright horses before Gilli 
gan. Wright was asked if he thougli 
that there was enough incentive for 
trainers to develop apprentice jockeys. 

“The boy has got to look pretty goo! 
before it’s worth the gamble.” he replied. 
“Even a good bug boy is going to lose 
some races for you, and the trainer who 
develops a boy only gets 2 more pounds 
than any other trainer who uses. the 
same boy.” 

Wright peeked at a clock in the kitchen. 
“T’ve got to get to the track. Got 4 horses 
going this afternoon.”

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The Woodward Collection 


The late William Woodward’s collection of more than 60 
pieces of Thoroughbred portraiture, housed in the new William 
Woodward wing of the Baltimore Museum of Art, was officially 
dedicated on Saturday, November 10. Sportsmen, art patrons, 
and trustees of the museum were present as guests of Mrs. 


Woodward, who had the wing built at a cost of $127,000. 


The Woodward collection, representing more than 40 years 
of activity by its founder, includes many of the outstanding 
examples of equine art dating from the early 18th century to 


the middle of the 19th. 

Mrs. Adelyn D. Breeskin, director of the 
museum, said that the collection would be 
open to the public during the museum’s 
regular visiting hours—Sunday from 2 p. 
m. to 6 p. m.. Tuesday from 2 p. m. to 5 
p. m. and from 8. p. m. to 11 p. m., and 
Wednesday through Saturday from 10 a. m. 
to 5 p. m. 

Said Mrs. Breeskin: “We are delighted 
to welcome this notable collection of art 
to Baltimore and Maryland, an art which 
symbolizes a tradition upheld in our midst 
for more than 2 centuries. As these paint- 
ings of the ‘founders of the Turf’ record 
the development of the Thoroughbred in 
England, so the trophies now on view in 
our museum mark the advance of racing 
interests from the year 1743, when the 
first Annapolis race was run, to today 
with the triumph of Belair Stud. 

“We shall hope to welcome followers 
of the royal sport from the various cross- 
country hunts as well as from Laurel, 
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Woopwarp 


Pimlico, and Bowie, and to add them to our roster of art 
patrons.” 

Arranged and catalogued with the assistance of E. J. 
Rousuck, of the Wildenstein Galleries, New York City, the 
collection includes paintings by George Stubbs. J. N. Sartorious, 
and J. R. Herring Sr. 

In his commentary on the paintings, Rousuck said, “The 
collection embraces the crowned kings and queens of the Turf 
for the past 2 centuries. We can trace the emergence of the 
modern Thoroughbred. We have also the excitement of dis 


covering . . . the painters Stubbs, Herring, and Sartorious, a 
range of first-rate and until recently too-little-known British 
painters. 


“These steadfast artists, devoted to their 
subject. of consummate technique, are 
only today being recognized as members 
of that brilliant company which extends 
from Reynolds, Gainsborough, and Law: 
rence. Both in the quality and range of 
these paintings, the Woodward collection 
is rare; perhaps unrivaled in the world. 
It is a true monument to the perspicacity 
of its founder.” 

The Woodward wing of the museum 
faces the campus of Johns Hopkins Un: 
versity. The intent of the gallery’ 
designers was to create a country-house 
atmosphere without sacrifice of good 
lighting and visibility. 

The foyer houses paintings and trophies 
won by the Belair horses, and the main 
room is furnished very much like an 18th 
century drawing room. (The wing Wa 
constructed by E. Eyring and Sons, of 
Baltimore, designed by Wrenn, Lewis, and

All paintings reproduced on these pages—except Stubbs 
portrait of Eclipse—were the work of Herring. and were selec. 
ed for The Blood-Horse by the museum. Herring, a native o 
Surrey, England, was born in 1795 and died in 1865. 


Herring began his career as a painter of insignia in a Do. 
caster coach-maker’s shop. He then became a coachman on 
the Wakefields-to-Lincoln run and later on the Doncaster-o- 
Halifax run. His first notice was paid him by the Rev. Charles 
Stanhope, of Canon Hall, who commissioned him to paint a 
favorite chestnut hunter belonging to the clergyman’s brother. 
Commission followed commission, and Herring’s skill and 
knowledge of Thoroughbreds became so respected that he was 
consultant to many of the most distinguished horsemen of his 
day. He received several commissions from King George IV 
and from Queen Victoria, and he sold every picture he painted. 
usually at a high price. 


To maintain the new wing, Mrs. Woodward contributed an 


additional $25.000.

According to John H. Wallace’s American Stud Book (1867), Bertrand was “perhaps, 
Sir Archy’s best son — unequaled on the turf, and in the stud he had no rival. His 
ass Was sought 1n all Western pedigrees, and he did more to improve the stock in 
Kentucky than any other horse . . .” This is something of an overstatement, but

Bertrand was a fine blood bay, full 16 hands high, and according to his breeder, 1835

1833, was appended by a note from Capt. J. J. Harrison, who confirmed the editor’s Monsieur Tenson- 13 19 
sispicion that Shakespeare had beaten Bertrand at 3-mile heats: “Shakespeare beat 


Bertrand at Belfield, 3-mile heats . . . but could not do it at four miles.” American Eclipse._.____ 14 19 


Bertrand was retired to stud at John Hutchcraft’s farm in Bourbon County, Ken- 

tucky, and was advertised in 1826 as the “Celebrated 4-mile Champion Bertrand,” Gohanna 
standing for $30; $25 if fee accompanies mare; $35 to insure. In 1833, he was third 

on the list of leading American sires and remained among the top four through ink 10 17 
1839, the year after his death. The best of his get were John Bascombe, Wood- — 

pecker, Kavanaugh, Richard Singleton, and Queen Mary (granddam of Longfellow 

and great-granddam of Ten Broeck). Historian John Hervey noted that Bertrand Sir Charles 10 15 
was badly overbred, being mated to 175-200 mares season after season.
